this statement. The party was organized way 
back in the beginning du ring the term of 
Thomas Jefferson, while the Repu blicans are a 
newer party , born in 1854. 
He did not tell y ou that in the present gener­ 
ation there had been only one Democratic presi­ 
dent — Woodrow Wilson — and what a blu nder­ 
ing mess he made of it. 
He didn’t tell y ou that this depression can di­ 
rectly be laid to the doors of that war time pe­ 
riod when the Democrats were in control. Wilson 
and his Democratic colleagu es loaned to foreign 
cou ntries 13 billion dollars. When the war clou ds 
passed ov er and Repu blicans came into control 
again, it was discov ered that this “most effi­ 
cient” Democratic regime had prov en most cost­ 
ly . Practically all of that 13 billion dollars had 
been loaned to foreign cou ntries withou t a 
scratch of the pen, and ev er since that time the 
United States has been attempting to straighten 
ou t the mess and secu re some kind of a settle­ 
ment with those cou ntries who receiv ed that 
money . 
Mr. and Mrs. Voter, and Mr. and Mrs. Jobless 
— don't y ou think that if the U. S. had that 13 
billion which was so carelessly thrown away by 
the Democrats, that today conditions wou ld be 
different? 
Yet, McNu tt, in his address pleaded for a re­ 
tu rn of his party to control and pictu red the 
wheels of indu stry speeding again — bu t he 
didn’t say how! 
Voters in 1916 were swu ng to a false battle cry 
from the Democrats. You remember Wilson was 
retained as president becau se he “Kept Us Ou t 
of War.” You remember that, don’t y ou . You 
got fooled then, too. didn’t y ou ?

He pointed ou t that the cost of operating 
the state gov ernment has gone u p almost fou r 
times since Ralston, the last Democratic gov ­ 
ernor in Indiana. Bu t he didn’t tell y ou that 
when Ralston went ou t of office he left behind 
the largest deficit in the history of the state and 


that the Repu blican administrations that hav e 
followed hav e ev er since su ffered in pay ing off 
that debt. 
His plea for electing him gov ernor is to giv e 
the people of Indiana a new deal. Why doesn’t 
he talk abou t giv ing the people a sq u are deal? 
He did admit, howev er, that he cou ldn’t do 
things u nless he had a Democratic state legis­ 
latu re, bu t he didn’t tell y ou that the present 
gov ernor is laboring u nder a handicap of a di­ 
v ided assembly .

Following Mr. Gary ’s, -no lick- 
ing, no learning,” comes the late 
lamented and sadly missed Miles 
S. Cox , with a history of ou r first 
election, held 26 day s after the 
organization of the cou nty . Tnis 
election was to select two Ju stice 
of Peace, in each township and 
as originally laid off, we then 
had bu t six townships in the 
cou nty v iz: 
Richland, Orange, 
Noble, Washington, Union and 
Ripley . 
The election in Richland town­ 
ship was held at the residence of 
James Henderson, one mile east 
of Richland. < Palmy ra as plot­ 
ted! Jesse Morgan was inspector 
and Esom Leach and Alex ander 
You ng were elected. You ng was 
the man who shot and killed 
John Points who was eloping 
with his dau ghter. Then follows 
the names of those who v oted at 
that election. The election in 
Noble township was held at the 
home of Thomas Sailors, near 
where now stands the Little Fiat 
Rock chu rch. 
No inspector is named bu t 
Thomas Sailors and Lev i Brack­ 
en were elected. I might add that 
the Greensbu rg family of Brack­ 
ens were descendants of this one. 
Eighty v oters are named. 
Washington 
township 
< now 
Ru shv ille i v oted at the home of 
Richard Thornberry . some fou r 
miles sou th by west of Ru shv ille. 
James Walker and Powell Preast 
< Priest now) were elected. For­ 
ty -two electors v oted. Orange 
township v oted at the home of 
Reu ben Fallow, abou t two miles 
sou th of 
Moscow and elected 
Charles Fu llen and Reu ben Far- 
low. Adam and Daniel W. Condo 
were clerks, bu t are not listed as 
v oters—probably minors, Rich­ 
ard Hu ngerford being listed as 
inspectors. 
Twenty -fiv e 
v oters 
were named. 
Ripley 
township, 
then 
the 
northern half of the cou nty , 
nearly , met at the home of Tho­ 
mas Craft, near Shiv eley 's Cor­ 
ner. and elected Day ton Hollo­ 
way . In this large territory there 
were then only fifteen v oters. 
Union township v oted at the 
home of Richard Blacklidge, and 
George 
Hittle 
was 
inspector. 
Daniel McDonald and Richard 
Blacklidge were elected. Filty - 
nine v oters are named—among 
whom were Elisha Clark, killed 
by Edward Swanson, who was 
hanged for the mu rder. In this 


list of v oters we learned at a 
glance the names of ou r early 
settlers and space alone prev ents 
their pu blication here, bu t Mr. 
Cox got the names from the old 
records. 
A job, y es, bu t Miles Cox and 
hard work were on speaking 
terms and Miles was a bu ndle of 
energy and nerv es and knew no 
su ch word as -fail.” Well, for 
his genial, winsome way s and 
manners might ev en stay the 
ru thless hand of death, bu t the 
fiat of fate is inex orable and the 
pu re spirit that shed su ch lu ster 
on his name liv ing, will brighten 
with v erdu re the spot where he 
sleeps. If ev er man liv ed withou t 
spot and stain and for u nselfish 
ends, that he might lessen the 
load and brighten the pathway 
cf others, he was one. 
In the bloom of y ou ng man­ 
hood. the height of u sefu lness 
and esteem of all with whom he 
came in contact, he was called to 
join that “v ast carav an that 
mov es on to the pale realms of 
shade where each shall take u p 
his abode in the silent halls of 
death." 
Mrs. Thomas M. Green, comes 
nex t with a graphic description 
of the “Log Cabin at Home and 
Workshop.” Her realistic descrip­ 
tion of home and life in the for­ 
est calls back to the few who y et 
remain, the hardships and con­ 
qu ests of those who liv ed throu gh 
it all and liv ed to see roses bloom 
where thorns had ru led. To ap­ 
preciate any of those well writ­ 
ten articles, wou ld be best u nder­ 
stood if reprodu ced bu t space 
forbids, nor is the task desirable 
bu t they are mentioned by way 
of reminder that ev ery day we 
waste

information, 
when offered and sigh for it 
when no longer av ailable. 
Hu ndreds of copies of the little 
Red Cross pamphlet went to de­ 
stru ction not-withstanding that 
the cou nty commissioners donat­ 
ed $400 toward its pu blication 
and today it is a safe bet that 
not one home in ten, in the 
cou nty , 
possesses 
one. 
“An 
av erage home had beside the 
necessary beds, a table, a few 
chairs, a bench or settee with 
rockers, a cu pboard, a candle 
stand, a clock, generally a chest 
of drawers and alway s a cradle. 
Those with a shelf on the wall 
containing a few books and rag 
carpet on the floor was repre­ 


sentativ e of a prosperou s pioneer 
home.” 
Continu ing she describes their 
peasu res—“There were no hap­ 
pier children than those of that 
period, who inv ented their own 
play things. No happier little girls 
than those who bu ilt their own 
play hou ses abou t the beech trees, 
piling u p sticks for a little cu p­ 
board and filling it with bits of 
broken dishes and making a bed 
of moss to lay their rag dolls 
u pon; and no happier small boy s 
than those who made their m ar­ 
bles of clay and pu t them in tile 
su n to harden, or cu t an empty 
spool and made their tops and 
flew home made kites, or rav eled 
I an old sock and wou nd and cov - 
■ ered their own balls." 
Anna D. Fox worthy was born 
Au gu st 12, 1855, in Ru sh cou nty , 
Ind.. dau ghter of James H and 
Cy nthia A. (Barrett! Fox worthy 
and was married to Thomas M. 
Green Ju ne 5, 187 9. They had two 
children. Pau l D. 
and Lowell

who was a woman of cu ltu re and 
refinement and giv en to charita­ 
ble deeds.

Mr. Green died 
Febru ary 2. 1924 and Mrs. Green 
passed away March 9.
